Recoupment survives the expiration of the period provided by a statute of limitations that otherwise would bar the recoupment 


claim as an independent cause of action. ! Thus, there is no time limit on the right to raise recoupment as a defense.” 


A defendant may assert recoupment to defend against and offset any liability the defendant may otherwise incur on the plaintiff's 
claim, irrespective of whether the defendant's claim itself would be time-barred.° A plea of recoupment, however, is subject to 


a statute of limitations if the plea seeks affirmative relief, rather than mitigation of the plaintiff's demand.“
